2. The plan of establishing soil de- 
pletion bases for farms has been con- 
tinued. These bases will be used as 
a yardstick to measure diversion from 
soil depleting to soil conserving crops. 

3. Payment for shifts from general 
depleting crops and cotton, tobacco 
and peanuts will be continued in 
1937, together with payments to sug- 
ar and rice producers who participate. 

4. Crops will be classified as soil 
conserving and soil depleting. These 
classifications follow those establish- 
ed in. 1936 but some changes have been 
made in the light of experience gain- 
ed in the actual operation of the pro- 
gram and conditions brought about 
by the 1936 drouth.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—( Wednesday) 
(AP)—Edward’s choice of love or 
empire remained unanswered to an 
anxious realm early today as those 
who might know his decision kept 
tight-lipped silence. 

Cabinet ministers were to assem- 
ble in formal session this morning, 
prior to an afternoon meeting of the 
house of commons, to hear from 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin a 
report of his long audience with 
Edward and two of the King’s 
brothers at dinner in ice-sheathed 
Fort Belvedere last night. 

If Baldwin, the man who says 
Edward cannot as King wed the 
American-born Wallis Simpson, car- 
ried away from the country retreat 
a final answer to his urging that 
the monarch renounce his love, he 
guarded carefully that answer—itntil 
formal announcement could be made 
to cabinet and commons. : 

Some authoritative observers said 
they were convinced Baldwin may end 
the entire uproar with a simple an- 
nouncement to commons that “the 
crisis is over.” . 

These observers felt that the prime 
minister might answer questions from 
the floor in commons today, but that 
no final statement would then be 
forthcoming. 


But, they added, if Edward's final 
choice had been made, it would be 
communicated first to a full, formal 
cabinet session—and such a session 
was called for today.

Latest available figures showed a 
decline of 104,510 in WPA employ- 
ment from November 7 to November 
28, largely accounted for by. trans- 
fers in the drouth area to RA. A 
total of 2,478,402 persons remained 
on the WPA rolls November 28. Hop- 
kins said he was convinced that sub- 
stantially less than 10 per cent of 
this number could be classed as not 
in need of relief. 

Survey Under Way. 

A careful survey is being made of 
all those holding WPA jobs who were 
not taken from the old direct relief 
rolls and those in administrative jobs 
with a view to eliminating “every pos- 
sible person we can on that front,” 
Hopkins said. The only vthers to be 
dropped are those who have obtained 
«ther sources of income since going 
on WPA rolls. Hopkins said he did 
not know how many these moves 
would affect. Some officiaits have es- 
timated 20,000 no-relief and 6,000 ad- 
ministrative jobs would be eliminated. 

This does not involve “any sort of 
demobilization process” for WPA, the 
administrator emphasized. He said 
the “intake” would be kept open for 
adding persons needing relief not al- 
ready on the rolls.

money for direct relief,” he contin- 
ued. “However, whatever funds are 
made available to WPA are going to 
be equalized amongst the 
states, taking into consideration the 
number of people on relief in each 
section, the wages paid and the cost 
of living.” 

He explained that those cities or 
states where relief needs are greater 
and where living costs are higher 
would get more federal money than 
those with less severe problems. 

In general, Hopkins said he expects 
relief costs to be less nexr year, al- 
though he looked for little decline 
during the winter. He declined to say 
how much money would be asked of 
vongress to carry the program through 
to the end of the fiscal year, next 
June 30. Indicatigns are it will be 
about $500,000,000. 

“We must face the problem realist- 
ically,” he said. “I think it is true 
that j- the nation as a whole there 
are yet no jobs available for most of 
those on relief. The John Browns on 
WPA are not getting the dividends 
and bonuses we read about in the 
newspapers.”

KING MAY ABDICATE 
HIS THRONE TODAY

Belvedere, but the Duke of Kent's car 
returned to the estate in the early 
morning hours. 

One interpretation that Mrs. Simp- 
son’s offer on Monday to give up the 
monarch had ended the crisis and that 
Edward would retain his throne was 
advanced by Lord Beaverbrook's pow- 
erful Daily Express. 

The Express, which has tended to 
support the King during the tense 
week of uncertainty, said: 

“Can we rejoice? Yes, we can re- 
joice. The crisis has passed into his- 
tory and the King is still with us. 

“No question of crown overriding 
eabinet has ever arisen, nor have min- 
isters imposed surrender upon the 
King on a highly personal issue. 


No Disagreement: 


“Certainly there was no disagree- 
ment that might have led to departure 
of either King of ministers. 

“The deadlock has been broken by 
the act of renunciation by the woman. 
Let us say this for Mrs. Simpson: 

“Her name has been thrown abont 
by gossips in some parts of the world 
for a long time. and on onr parf for 
long enough. By her word. printed 
Monday, she answers the whole pack 
of them.” 

Other observers felt, however. that 
the King still would refuse to give un 
Mrs. Simpson and that the crisis still 
was unsolved. 

A eold, wintry rain beat outside 
while the momentons four-hour con- 
ference was held in the heavy-heamed 
dining room of Edward's snug rural 
retreat last night. 

Deen Significance. 

Deep significance was attached to 
presence at this somber dinner by 
the Duke of York. to whom the mantle 
of kingship would descend if Edward 
throws the throne overboard for love.

Money Matters Discussed. 


In London, Clement R. Attlee, lead- 
er of his majesty’s opposition in com- 
mons, presided at a private meeting 
of labor parliamentarians for a full 
discussion of the constitutional posi- 
tion of King and government. Attlee 
is supporting the attitude of Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin, but has ex- 
pressed no public opinion and has not 
been asked for his views. 

Yesterday's Laborite meeting made 
it clear there would be some criticism 
of Baldwin, in due time, despite what- 
ever general policy is formulated. 
However, there was considerable sup- 
port for the view that the King should 
take the advice of his ministers, when 
it is offered. 

Attlee was due to ask Baldwin if 
he had a further statement in com- 
mons, but it was assumed the prime 
ministers reply would be negative. 

Monckton, who is attorney general 
of the Duchy of Cornwall, left Belve- 
dere by royal motor car with Sir Ed 
ward before noon yesterday. 

The King’s repeated consultations 
with high officials of the Duchy led 
to reports that some sort of financial 
arrangement are under consideration. 

The Kifig receives about 119,000 
pounds ($595,000) annually from the 
Duchy of Cornwall and about 90,000 
pounds ($450.000) from the Duchy of 
The latter has been an 
appanage of the throne since the 14th 
century. The title lands of Cornwall, 
by royal charter, pass to the eldest 
son of the King or, lacking a son, re- 
vert to the sovereign. 

Since Edward's abdication would 
create an unprecedented situation as 
regards these revenues, speculation 
has been rife as to their possible dispo- 
sition. It has been assumed by most 
observers that parliament would be 
obliged to make some provision by spe 
cial legislation.

with himself as the third member, 
there would be little danger that 
his plans would be blocked. 

By action of the voters of the city 
the new council will be only half 
the size of the present body, a step 
taken in the interest of greater ef- 
ticiency in the functioning of the 
legislative branch of the municipal 
government. It is a logical supple- 
ment to this step that, should the 
mayor-elect so desire, the size of 
the committees of council be like- 
wise reduced. | 

While the new authority given to 
the mayor-elect should, by speed- 
ing up committee action, serve to 
simplify and expedite the progress 
of the program of reforms and 
economy to which his administra- 
tion is pledged, it will carry no dan- 
ger of too hurried or railroaded 
consideration of vital policies, since 
council will remain as the final safe- 
guard against unwise action. 

It is a drastic step—but drastic 
steps are necessary if the affairs of 
the are to be 
placed on a sane and sound basis. 

At least, its objectives are such

as to demand that it be given a 


fair and impartial try-out. 


A PROJECT OF MERIT 

With a background of next year’s 
sesquicentennial celebration of the 
adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States, a mass meeting of 
property owners along Roswell road 
between Buckhead and Roswell will 
be held in Buckhead tomorrow 
night to further the project of 
planting trees along the road, the 
43 miles of which would be divided 
into 13 divisions, each representing 
one of the 13 states to approve and 
sign the Constitution in 1787. 

The project has such undeniable 
merit that it should receive the en- 
thusiastic support of all property 
owners along the route and the aid 
of all interested in civic improve- 
ment, and especially so since funds 
are available to carry out the move- 
ment. 

Roswell road is one of the main 
arteries of travel leading into the 
city and it carries a large part of 
automobile traffic from the north. 
The projected beautification of the 


highway would add to its attraction 
for tourists, in addition to afford- 
ing a pleasureable drive for resi- 
dents of the city and surrounding 
community. It is one of the most 
historic thoroughfares of north 
Georgia. 

Roswell road is at present one of 
the widest paved highways entering 
the city, and the projected im- 
provement could be carried out ad- 
vantageously, having in view the 
time when some of the narrow por- 
tions of the road will have to be 
made wider to accommodate the 
four travel lanes which are a cer- 
tainty of the future for all heavily 
traveled highways. 


CURB ON CAMPAIGN COSTS 

Recommendations drafted by A. 
S. Burleson, one-time member of 
President Roosevelt’s cabinet, and a 
member of the special senate com- 
mittee investigating expenditures 
during the last campaign, call for 
more rigid restrictions of campaign 
spending and urges a penalty on 
any person contributing more than 
$25,000 to a single political cam- 
paign. 

The resolutions, which have al- 
ready been sent to the White House 
for President Roosevelt's attention, 
follow shortly after the announce-

Robert Jeffrys, committee secre- 
tary, reports several individuals, in- 
cluding one unnamed = senatorial 
candidate, contributed more than 
$100,000 each to the political war 
chests. Burleson’s plan would limit 
the total outlay of each party to 
$1,000,000, including all disburse- 
ments on behalf of presidential, 
congressional and senatorial candi- 
dates. Jeffrys comments that there 
are ‘‘serious flaws’’ in the present 
corrupt practices act, and that, in 
many cases, reports already filed 
show funds transferred back and 
forth through a dozen party com- 
mittees “until it is impossible to 
get a clear picture of actual ex- 
penditures,” or, in some cases, the 
source from which they originally 
came. 


So much money has been col- 
lected for various kinds of political 
campaigns that the legitimate ‘‘war 
chests’ of candidates and parties 
have come’ to be known by the 
opprobrious term of ‘‘slush funds.’’ 
Out of this situation emanated the 
“corrupt practices’? law, which has 
been copied by many state govern- 
ments. 

A reasonable amount of spending 
is necessary in political campaign 
costs, but this spending has mount- 
ed to such an extent as, in some. 
instances, to prevent men of aver- 
age means from becoming candi- 
dates for office. 


In presidential campaigns, the 
expenses of the Republican party 
have always been more than double 
those of the Democrats, chiefly be- 
cause it could always command 
large contributions from the so- 
called “big business’ interests of 
the north and east. 


Huge contributions from. individ- 
uals at times have represented per- 
sonal ambitions for office, but, in 
the main, they have come from of- 
ficers and large stockholders in cor- 
porations whose trade and financial 
affairs would be benefited by a fa- 
vorable administration. As a result, 
the Republican party drifted under 
the domination of this ‘‘behind the 
scenes’ management, and there it 
has remained, beguiling voters with 
slogans of the “full dinner pail’ 
and ‘“‘two chickens in one pot.” 

Western progressives tried in 
vain for years to overcome the in- 
fluence in party councils of the ‘‘old 
guard,” because the reactionaries 
knew where to go when campaign 
funds were required. 


It is an obligation of the in- 
dividual voter to contribute by his 
or her subscription toward the suc- 
cess of the party the policies of 
which the voter upholds. But that 
is an entirely different thing from 
contribution of huge sums by self- 
ish interests chiefly for the pur- 
pose of securing favors from a 
friendly administration in Washing- 
ton. 

Undoubtedly the question of fur- 
ther limiting and restricting cam- 
paign expenditures will, and should, 
be given serious consideration at 
the next session of congress.

Talking Animals. 


Dr. David Katz, a German scien- 
tist, informed the members of : learn- 
ed congress the other day that the hen 
has a language of nine words, “in- 
cluding the clucking noise, the egg- 
laying noise, the warning noise and 
the threatening noise.”” I have never 
been threatened by a hen, but 1 have 
been more than threatened by an os- 
trich and although this isn't yuite the 
same thing, one learns to be respect- 
ful of things and animals whom one 
ordinarily would not deign to notice. 

The best story of talking animals is 
that related by Herr Herman Frey- 
berg, a famous explorer, who writes 
voluminous books. Dr. Freyberg de- 
scribes, rather melodramatically, his 
meeting with a gorilla in the forests 
of Cameroon. As the good doctor was 
about to press the trigger of his rifle, 
the native medicine man, Baldinga, 
who accompanied him, warned him: 
“Don’t shoot; I know him. H: is the 
boss of the injunas. I am going to talk 
to him.” 

Baldinga, accordingly approached 
the animal, and “the incredible thing 
happened:’’ “A sbrill descant broke 
from Baldinga’s throat, and by way 
of answer there was. long-drawn-out 
howling scream from the monster’s 
mouth. Then followed a shouting and 
a cry and a screaming and a yelling 
on both sides’ uninterruptedly and 
without any articulate sounds being 
distinguishable in it—a horrible duet. 
It lasted for many minutes. 

My hand which held the rifle like 
a dead man’s hand as almost para- 
lyzed. Once again Baldinga cried out 
to me: “Don’t shoot. My brother, the 
injuna, says that he will go away 
and that you must. not. kill him.”

Herr Hitler 


Honors Comrads. 


The 16 bosom friends of Herr 
Adolph Hitler who fell in the unsuc- 
cessful Beer-Cellar “putsch” of Mu- 
nich in 1923 have been solemnly com- 
memorated by the Fuehrer and his 
lieutenants in one of those colossal 
demonstrations of which Germany has 
the secret. Those 16 men are now the 
“holy: martyrs’ of Nazism, the chief 
declared. They fell for a great ideal, 
and prepared the way for what has 
now come about. That is to say, they 
died for the new Germany which Herr 
Hitler held up as a model of social 
peace and security. “The final re- 
sults of our efforts are the crown of 
years of struggle.” 

The Fuchrer is a little premature, 
it would seem, in announcing final re- 
sults. There is no question that Ger- 
many constitutes a model of unanim- 
ity and social tranquility today. But 
the final results are not in sight yet— 
fortunately. What is going on Dow 
is preparation for those final results. 
When cities crumple to pieces in an 
unimaginable holocaust. when millions 
of humans in Europe's great metro- 
poles, the large cities of Germany in- 
cluded, cough up their lungs in a 
paraxysm of terror produced by Goe- 
ring’s super-bombers spreading clouds 
of poison gas, when a civilization goes 
under in a sea of blood and tears, 
then you can speak of final results. 

I do not say Hitler is actually pre- 
paring for the slaughter. 1 say that 
the present course he has taken will 
inevitably end in a gruesome catastro- 
phe and one of a magnitude as hu- 
manity has never seen yet. The worst 
‘s that there seems nothin” in sight 
to swerve the Reich from the path 
en which it has beer pushed by the 
Fuehrer and his associates. They 
themselves are caught in the inex- 
orable clutches of the wheel. They 
cannot make about face. They must go 
on and on making munitions and 
turning out tanks and bombers—until 
the tension snaps—perhaps through a 
banal incident. . Mussolini, who 1s 
brutally frank, puts the outbreak of 
a serious armed conflict within the 


next three years.

the trees up around my place, but cer- 
tainly they lack the rugged self-reli- 
ance of their ancestors who lived in 
the forests and fought it out. The tree 
doctor makes his final rounds about 
this time of the year and he has been 
discovering alarming symptoms in 
some of them. He thinks the little 
maples should be wrapped in burlap 
spirals, something like a colic band 
or the French soldier’s flannel sash, 
and he says they apparently haven't 
been getting the right kind of food. 
Too acid and the result is indigestion. 
Malnutrition and a rash on the bark. 
So he wants to change the formula to 
something milder and keep a sort of 
clinical chart on them next summer to 
see how they do. The willows are all 
right except that they seem to have 
been growing too fast and probably 
ought to be cut back slightly so that 
they will come on to strong, healthy 
maturity. Neither too tall nor _ too 
stumpy. 
The willows had the borer two years 


| ago and nearly died, but the diagnos- 


tician caught it in time and brought 
in the surgeon, who operated at once. 
The bark has almost closed over the 
wounds now and the danger seems 
past. although we are still advised to 
paint the scars with antiseptic every 
so often.

HEALTH TALKS

My physician scoffed, reports a 
reader, at your article which men- 
tioned slight carben monoxide pois- 
oning from faulty combustion appara- 
tus, gas leakage and leaky flues as 
one of the hidden causes of anemia. 
But I believe my experiences proves 
you*are right. 


I found years ago that the breth- 
ren do their wickedest scoffing at 
my teachings when I am right. So 
go on, Ma’am and let us hear your 
testimony. Next to telling about her 
operation there is nothing dearer to 
a woman’s heart than telling how, 
by her own superior insight or intui- 
tion, she cured herself after the doc- 
tors had made a botch of it. You 
don’t mind my pipe? Thank you. Pro- 
ceed. Only please let the doctors who 
figure in your story down easy, for 
after you have finished they may re- 
quire some further dusting at my 
hands. 


Up to three years ago, then, I had 
never had a physical ailment more 
serious than occasional “cri.” 


_My dear Madam, the cri is somre- 
times pretty serious, especially when 
it happens to be meningitis or pneu- 
monia, and in any event, I entreat

or oil. Even where there is an ade- 
quate flue connection or stove pipe 
to chimney, if the burner or its en- 
closing cover becomes sooted and red 
hot, carbon monoxide gas may escape 
into the air and produce serious pois- 
oning. Carbon monoxide passes through 
red hot iron, and is produced if a 
hot flame strikes any metal surface 
= renders it incandescent or red 

ot. 

Perhaps the most characteristic 
symptoms of slight daily gassing with 
carbon monoxide from any source are 
frontal headache and a peculiar pal- 
lor which suggests anemia, but if the 
blood is examined there is more likely 
to be more than the normal number 
of red corpuscles and higher thaa 
the average percentage of hemoglobin 
present.

empire “‘without putting up a five-cent 
piece.” 

Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, chairman of a committee investi- 
gating railroad financing, introduced 
a contract signed by O. P. and M. J. | 
Van Sweringen, under which they | 
were given a 10-year option on a ma- | 
jority of voting shares of Mid-America 
Corporation, top holding company of 
the Van Sweringen interests. 

The brothers were to have 8,250 
shares of common stock at $1 each, 
without immediately putting up any 
money, 

“Houdini could not have puiled any- 
thikn more phenomenal than the Van 
Sweringens did in this case,” Wheeler 
commented. “They lost control of 
their vast empire at an auction sale 
and got it back almost before they 


lost it.” 

Didn’t Fear Creditors. 
The agreement was signed by the 
Van Sweringens and George A. Ball, 
Muncie, Ind., fruit jar manufacturers, 
after the latter had purchased a con- 
trolling interest in the Van Sweringen 
properties at the auction in Septem- 
ber, 1935. 
Mid-America Corporation was form- | 
ed by Ball and George A. Tomlinson, | 
Cleveland financier, just before the | 
purchase. Tomlinson & Midland Bank | 
of Cleveland held a minority share of | 
the Mid-America stock. 
Wheeler said the Van Sweringens | 
inserted into the contract a clause! 
which prevented their creditors from | 
attaching the option.

' Ball said he would have had noth- 
ing to do with the purchase of the 
Van Sweringen interests if he had not 
had assurance that the brothers, who 
had built the empire, would remain 
with the organization. 

“I wanted them in control,” he ‘said, 
“if I had my money in it.” 

Ball testified the Van Sweringens 
were to receive a drawing account of 
$100,000 a year from Mid-America. 
Wheeler characterized this as “12 
times the value of the payment” they 
were to make under the option. 

‘So all they had to dv was wark 
a little more than a month to pay off 
their option and get the 8,250 shares 
which would give them control,” Whee- 
ler said. “Then they would control a 
billion dollars of the best railroad 
property in the United States which 
they could toss around like a toy bal- 
loon.” 

Ball testified that the option was 
“dead” since the death of the Van 
Sweringens. He added that he in- 
tended to operate the property “to 
give the best service we can to the 
public and to assure a fair return to 
the common stockholders.”

Guarded, But S. I. A. A.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—With- 
out trying to ascribe a reason for it, 
the problems of subsidizing and re- 
cruiting college football players ap- 
parently are as dead as the famous 
Carnegie report which brought them 
into the open years ago. 

There have been sporadic reports 
of a filmsy nature that the Carnegie 
Foundation is going to make another 
investigation, but using the apathetic 
attitude of some of the nation's lead- 
ing institutions and their athletic 
leaders as a yardstick almost every- 
body, with the usual few exceptions, 
seems to be content to let well enough 
alone. 

The old bugbears have been the 
cause for few ecattered skirmishes 
and conversations. The Reynolds plan 
which would have legalized modified 
subsidization in the Big Ten was vot- 
ed down Q to 1. But the Southern 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association 
decreed yesterday an athlete “may ac- 
cept tuition scholarships and work for 
the college to pay for his schooling, 
without fear of censure.” 


The fate of the “Graham plan,” 
aimed at elimination of subsidization 
and recruiting, will be decided when 
the Southern conference meets in 
Richmond Friday and Saturday. Frank 
Graham, president of the University 
of North Carolina, and author of the 
plan, which put into effect this sea- 
gon, will press for further tightening 
of the rules. Forest Fletcher, of 
Washington and Lee, president of the 
conference, has said that he will seek 
its abolishment. 


Subsidizing and recruit came in for 
a blast from a representative of one 
Montana school, who reported: “Ail 
of the good athletes in this state are 
approached by outside institutions and 
given inducements with which we-can- 
not hope to compete. We are forced, 
even to get average material, to go 
after boys and made inducements to 
get them to come here.” 

A five-point scheme will be pre- 
sented by Dr. C. (Phog) Allen, 
athletic director of the University of 
Kansas, to the American Association 
of University and College Presidents. 
He proposes that the athletic compe- 
tition in major schools be limited to 
the last two years; reduction to three 
years of competition in smaller schoois 
now permitting four; adoption of a 
national no-transfer rule to eliminate 
“tramp’ athletics; schedule of games 
between schools of different ranks 
would be prohibited; and eligibility 
would be predicated on a student's ad- 
Vancement toward a degree rather 
that on a basis of “outmoded defi- 
nitions of amateur and professional.”

Nilson had served for more than 
five years as director of all musical 
activities in the various city schools. 

Superintendent Sutton in hi; report 
announced that inspection of the 
school buildings by the fire marshal 
had been made with the view to pre- 
venting any tragedy such as occurred 
in the Cable Piano Company building 
fire November 19, He said he is re- 
questing the city building inspector, 
C. J. Bowen, to examine all schools 
and to recommend necessary fire es- 
capes. 

The board adopted a resolution la- 
menting the death of the late Clark 
Howell, cditor of The Constitution. 

It refused to consider the applica- 
tion of Mrs. R. W. Alling to be re- 
instated as a supply teacher. Mrs. 
Alling declared she was dropped from 
the roll in 1934 after she and a group 
had been arreste' in her home charged 
with Cc munistic§ activities. She

Contract Bridge 


By BLY OULBERTSON, 
World's Champion Player and Greatest

Herewith is presented another por- 
tion of Mr. Culbertson’s latest work on 
contract, the “Gold Book of Bidding 
and Play,” which is being reproduced 
in this column in daily instalments. 


THE FACTOR OF PSYCHOLOGY. 

The honor requirements for open- 
ing bids may be shaded somewhat 
but never very much, according to 
the psychology and skill of partner 
and opponents. The following hand, 
which does not contain 2 and a half 
honor tricks, is a good example of 
the type of hand which may be bid 
when one is sitting opposite a timid 
partner who otherwise may be fear- 
ful of entering the bidding and who, 
in no case, will be misled into con- 
tracting for a losing slam: 

Spade A K 7 6 5 4, heart 9 8 3 2, 
diamond 8 4, club 5. 

A weak and sometimes even a 
“semi-psychic” bid is effective against 
the type of opponent who values his 
hand more with his ears than with 
his head, and who is more likely to 
believe: his opponents’ bidding than 
the evidence of his own eyes. Such 


tactics are recommended, however, only 


for skilled players who are able to 
take care of themselves, and partner's 
possible enthusiasm, later in the bid- 
ding. 

An occasional pass with an extreme 
type of freak often is good strategy, 
leading an opponent later to make a 
losing penalty double. Holding 

Spade, none; heart A Q 10976 
5 4 3 2, diamond J 6, club, none, 
there is little danger in passing, for 
one of the other players certainly will 
open the bidding and, when such a 
hand is bid up to four hearts by slow 
Stages, there is an excellent chance 
that the opponents will double when 
they would not have doubled an open- 
ing four heart bid. This, however, 
works only against inexperienced play- 
ers.

THE STORY OF IRON AND STEEL. 


IlI—Changes in the Industry. 
Three hundred years ago, an Eng- 
lishman named. Dud Dudley made 
coke from pit coal, and used the coke 
as fuel for the manufacture of iron. 
His tests did not meet great success, 
but almost a century later another 


Englishman—Abraham Darby—won 
fame and fortune by using the same 
idea for, melting iron. During the 
past century coke and coal have been 
the most common fuels for smelting 


Men working a “steam puddler” 
80 years ago. 


A great trouble with the use of 
coal in early days came from the fact 
that it contained sulphur. When coal 
was burned next to the iron ore, it 
had a bad effect on the iron 


tors found ways, however, to build an 
intensely hot coal fire, and at the 
same time, to keep the fuel from 
touching the ore. 

Most of the world’s great iron and 
steel mills are in coal regions. This 
is because they need a cheap supply 
of fuel. When possible, the mill is 
placed near a supply of iron ore as 
well as of coal. If there can be only 
one or the other, the coal supply is 
the more important. It takes more 
tons of coal than of iron ore to ope- 
rate the mill. 

Pittsburgh, famous steel city, won 
its place largely because of the great 
soft-coal mines around it. Some iron 
ore for the mills is obtained from 
Pennsylvania, but a great steady sup- 
ply comes from the iron mines around 
Lake Superior.

For Educators Urged by Cannon 


Harvard Medical Teacher Tells Part Played by Chance 
in Discovery in Address Yesterday at Emory 
Centennial Celebration. 


American educators last night were 
urged to develop minds of “adaptable 
understanding” by Dr. Walter B. Can- 
non, of Harvard medical school, at ex- 
ercises Commemorating the 100th an- 
niversary of the founding of Emory 
University. 

Asserting the university of today is 
likely to “create men in their own 
images,” he held “if the wish prevails 
that productive scholars shall go forth 
from its portals, there should be pro- 
ductive scholars, encouraged and fos- 
tered in their labors, who exert their 
influence, within the portals.” 

Reviewing the part chance plays in 
important discoveries, in many fields, 
he recited a number from his own ex- 
perience in physiology. Dr. Cannon is 
professor of physiology at Harvard. 

“Often it happens,” he added, “that
